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Program director says ‘students can quadruple reading speed °

; “Speed reading is a skill that anyone can acquire,” 
Steve Moidel, diréctor of the Allstate Speed Reading 
Program, told students in a free introductory lesson 
at Cal State Fullerton. 

After three lessons in the program, most people 
will increase their reading speed an average of four 
times, improve their comprehension and con- 
centration abilities and develop their memory and 
study skills, Moidel said. 

“Very few people know how fast they read. They 
usually put themselves in the general category of 
being a slow reader but having good com- 
prehension,’’ Moidel said. 

He said the average reading speed for most 


reading speed of 150 to 350° words per minute is 
considered normal, many people can read more than’ 
1,000 words per minute. 

“One such fast reader was President John F.. 
Kennedy, who read: more than 2,500 words per 
minute and ‘‘finished reading six newspapers cover 
to cover while drinking his morning coffee,’? Moide] 
said. 

Kéjinedy wasn’t aware that most of his Cabinet 
members had only average reading speed and ex- 
pected them to read the same amount of material he 
did, Moidel said.

The Titans will end their. most successful home 
season ever and will try to run their home winning 
streak to 18 games tonight when they host UC Santa 
Barbara in Titan Gym at 7:30. 

The Titans can win their 13th home game without 
a loss this season by beating the last-place Gauchos, 

_ who lost to the Titans last month in Santa Barbara, 
84-58. 7 


The Titans’ most recent win, 75-71 against’Utah 
State Saturday night, clinched second place in the 
Pacific Coast Athletic Association. It also gave the. 
team 20 wins, a school regular-season record, and 
gives them a shot at their all-time best mark of 23 set 
during the 1977-78 season. — 


The Titans finish the PCAA season at Fresno State 
Sunday. The Bulldogs handed CSUF its last home 
loss last season. 


The Gauchos (1-13 in the PCAA, 7-18 overall) 
have lost four straight since winning their only 
PCAA game, 64-61 over Pacific. The Gauchos 
forced Utah State into overtime before losing, 94-91, 
in their last game. 


York Gross, -5§ forward, leads the Gauchos in 
every department, including scoring* (21.8 points a 
game) and rebounding (10.9 a game). He is also one 
of the nation’s top free-throw shooters at 88 percent. 

In the season’s first UCSB-CSUF game, he scored 
the Gauchos’ first 12 points, leading them to a 14-12 


Feb. 9 didn’t mean much to most people, but to 
college football coaches it was D-Day—-natignal 
signing day for prep players. 

Coach Gene Murphy’s recruiting campaign was 
successful, as Cal State Fullerton inked 20 players, 
including six from the commynity college ranks. 


The prizes included 6-3 quarterback Yale Keckin 
and 6-6 defensive tackle Don Cool, both from Santa 
Rosa College. 


The Titans went searching for a proven quar- 
terback after Alex Espinoza decided to transfer. 
The logical place for Murphy to look was at the 
junior colleges. 

“Some football powers have built a solid 
foundation through the JG system,”’ Murphy said. 
“Fresio State arid Ilinols are just two examples.”” 

Murphy got a welcome gift from the UC Irvine 
basketball program in Curtis Currley, a power 
forward with the Anteaters last year who -hopes to 
land the starting tight end spot at CSUF. ‘ 

Currley was an All-State prep football and 

* basketball star in Illinois. 


The Titans also made impressive gains. from the 
Orange County prep market, as linebacker Gil 
Ogden from Fullerton High, defensive end Jeff 
Taylor and defensive back Reggie Pendleton from 
Capistrano Valley High signed with CSUF. 

Nevada-Las Vegas almost destroyed the Pacific 
Coast Athletic Association’s Division I-A rating by 
dropping football. Rebel Coach Harvey Hyde’s 
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advantage, The Titans then outsébred UCSB, 21- 4. 
to pull away. 

Ricky Mixon led the Titans at Santa Barbara with 
22 points, and Leon Woodvhad J6 assists. 


UCSB Coach Ed DeLacy has announced | his 
resignation, effective after the Gauchos’ last game : fs 
the season Saturday at San Jose State. Because the * 
Gauchos will finish last, they will not compete in the 
PCAA Tournament. 


The Titans beat the Bulldogs, 56-53, in Titan Gym 
Jan. 27, but the last time the teams met in’Fresnio, the 
Bulldogs won, 71-51. 


In that game, Leon Wood had his worst shooting 
game as a Titan, hitting two of 15 shots. Mixon, 
however, had oneaof his best nights, hitting 14 of 22 
from the floor for a-career-high 29,points. 


The Bulldogs are not as powerful as they were last 
year, when they went to the NCAA playoffs, and are 
struggling with a 7-7 PCAA record. They have won 
three straight going into tonight’s°game with UC 
Irvine, which could decide fourth place. 


The Bulldogs have lost only three of 13 games at 
Selland Arena this year. They had a 26-game winning 
streak in the arena, but it was snapped at the start of 
the year. 

Since Coach Boyd Grant took over in Fresno, the 
Bulldogs are 70-9 at Selland.Arena—33-5 in PCAA 
games. The, Bulldogs have an outside shot at catching 
Utah State for third place.
